"+ pf6fessedly good people in England do not 
‘smoke opium ; a large number of professedly 
good people in China, on the other hand, do 
smoke opium. Opium annually in China 
ruins # camber of:people who amtoke more 
than is good for them. All this is allowéd 
on all sides, and it is also allowed that to 
convert from smoking the man who smokes 
to excess, or whose smoking is dons to the 
detriment of his -family financially, is a 
lacdable action, But there are many mil- 
lions of vary good people in China who smoke 
opium, and who do not ruin themselves, 
nor injure in any way their families, and 
who on the whole conduct themselves in the 
affairs of life quite as well as their censors, 
who are honest and just in their dealiugs, 
charitable in act and thought to their 
neighbours, bring up their families well, and 
are in every external respect good and use- 
ful citizens,—quite as useful in fact as their 
accusers. Surely such men are entitled to 
ask of the others, “Who set you up to be 
rulers and judges over us? Are there no 
beams in your own eyes that you would 
worry world to remove a poor mote from 
your brother’s ?”’

‘with letters for the Consulate through a- 
-private gate, instead of the usual- public 


entrance. The postman seems to have 
discovered a “short cut,’ and a 
short temper as well, ause when 


the Chinaman opposed his use “vf the 
former, the postman demonstrated the 
latter by giving him a beating. From an 
interoational point of view, no harm had 
been done. The Chinese coolie had probably 
deserved what he get by being rudel 
officious. Perhaps he had heard of the 
“Tatsu Maru” case. The Japanese post- 
inan’s honour might have been satisfied if 
he had not been interrupted while teaching 
the coolie his place, but unfortunately the 
Consul heard the noise, and, white-man-like, 
separated the two, before either bad had 
enough. The postman went his round, and 
the office coolie dusted the knees of his 
pants. Unfortunately, the Japanese post. 
man passed the Congulate on his return, 
talking with four friends, and saw the coolig 
again. The coolie also saw him, and it is 
most probable that both sides expressed their 
still ruffled feelings. S me taunt seems to 
have pricked the postman’s friends as much 
as it pricked him. All fiye ran at tho coolie, 
who fled into the Consulate, pursued by the 
angry Japanese. The deserving coulie, 
screaming and yelling, found safety in the 
Consul’s private quarters, and his pursuers 
tueanly voided their vengeful feelings on 
other coolies whose only offence was tbat 
they too wore the pigtail. They defended 
themselves, and the result was a lively 
.melée. The Consul could not disentangle hig 
own rctaluers till assistance came. When 
the Chinese police had overwhelmed the 
units of the scuffling, group, the Consul sent 
for the Japanese police, and meanwhile 
held four Japanese prisoners. “ Naturally a 
crowd gathered, and the Consul seems to 
have lost his head, as we hear of him pro- 
ducing a revolver, and himself acting as 
armed escort over the Japanese prisoners, 
who were ultimately handed over to his 
Japanese colleague. He protested to the 
Japanese Consul against trespaga on ground 
covered by the ° Stars apd Sivipe: and 
against the assaulting ‘of his servants, and it 
‘is also alleged that he invited an immediate 
expression of regret and apology, which 
naturally could not be offered till the Ja- 
aay Consul had ascertained all the facts. 

be American Consul, quite naturally, 
thought his personal evidence should out- 
weigh the concerted statement of the four 
Japanese, but, aleo quite naturally, the 
Japanese Consul, acting judicially, coul 
not so high-handedly” divagard the: affir- 
mations of the quartette.

W.TER CLOSETS, 


The report of the committee appointed to 
consider the question, cf yjermitting water 
closeta in buildi:rgs inp Kowloon was submitted. 
The committee repo:ted that they were of the 
opinion that-the «bjectiuns which had been 
raised were nat evficient to justify the refusal 
of water closets in the care of European houses 
wi'hin the area mentioned, between Kowloon 
Point and Garcoyne Road. They recommended 
that a systematic inspection be made onca a 
motth of water closets sanclioned within that 
district. 

The PRESIDENT Lhouglht tlat the auswer to 
Mr. Humphreys was that there were so few 
water closets in the Colony. Ybhe qe-stion, he 
proceeded, had been referred to a committee and 
voluminous papers dealing with the subject had 
been issued, It was necessary for the Board 
tocome to some decision as to whether water 
closets were to be allowed iu Kowloon or not. If 
they were to allow them at Kowloon it followed 
they must do so in Victoria, that was in the 
Kuropean houses. They coul. not make fish of 
one and fowl of auother. It appeared that the 
argument put forward in {he report of the com- 
mittee did not show there would be much harm 
to the public health i€ this were alluwed. The 
tides at Kowloon .Foint were sufficiently 
strong to carry away any excreta likely to 
cause mischief. On the other hand if water 
closts were introduced in Kowloon they would 
have to be granted generally throughout the 
Colony. When they vonsidered that 50,000 
would thereby discharge their excreta into the 


waters of the harbour they ought to hesitate to 
agree to the principle of water closets for 
European houses throughout the Colony. The 
Harbour Master was asked for his opinion and 
asked as to the condition of the watar compared 
with what it was fiftean vearsago. Mr. Molver 
reported thst the foreshore off Wauchai was 
fouler than it was, the reason being that there 
was not s0 much current at that partas formerly 
partly due to the reclamation at Causeway Bay. 
He stated however that the tides off: Kowloon 
Point were mach stronger than they wore lod 
years ago, It appeared from his report that 
the conditien of the water in the East was fouler 
than bafore and it woul | likely be worse if they 
allowed water closets in the + uropean houses 


in the Colony. 


Mr. Hooper pointed ont that the report dealt 
ouly with Kowloon and he for one did not con- 
sider the question as it affected Victoria, Tho 
remarks of the President ought to be confined 
to Kowloon,

‘The PRESIDENT having read tho report, 

Mr. Hecate? Reys said that considerable stress 
had been Jaid upon the prospect of possible 
danger from the introduction of water closets 
but questioned if it would bo possible to have a 
general introduction of water closets because 
tho Sanitary Board always. insisted that where 
water closets are allowed there must b3 an in- 
dependent water supply. In many cases it 
would be quite impossible to get an independent 
water supply and in all cases t would cer- 
tainly be expensive. Thesetwo causes would 
make the introduction of water closets general. 
On tho other hand they were convenient and. 
oleanly for clubs, hotels aud rich meu's houses 
and were tavitary. : If any one liked to have 
them be.saw no reason why they sbould not bs 
allowed. As tothe fouling of the foreshore he 
vould like to know what percsntage came from 
mail boats, from sampans aud from water 
closets.’

DEATH OF MR. A. H. RENNIE, 


FOUND DROWNED. 


! 

Hongkong thrilled cn April 1ith with the 
news of ho death by drowaing of Mr. A. H. 
Rennie, manager of the Flour Millsi at Junk 
Bay. Ha was seen about the streets of the oity 
during the morning, laughing and ‘talking 
apparently in good byalth aud spirits, dud many 
people refused to balieve the news, © ich, as it 
passed from mont to mouth, was to Lhe effsct 
that he had jumped overboard aa ed from 
his launch. 

{he facts so far confirmed are as follows, 
Mr. Rennie left his office abont three 
o’clock in the afternoon, an:l want aboard his 
launch, the © Canals,” to go to the mills, His 
dead body was lauded at the, Polios| Wharf a 
couple of hours later, by his own crew. The 
weather was equally, aod a choppy sea was 
ruoning. The usasl mothods of regtoriog 
animation to the appareutly drowned were 
applied, assiduously and perseveringly, bat 
without success. :

THE INTERPRETATION OF A CHARTER PARTY. 
Judgment was given in the case in which 
the Man Cheong Yuen firmclaimed from the 
Fukusei Company 527 begs of rice belonging 
to the plaintiffs ia the possession of defendauts 
or 35,176.94 the value thereof and 8500 damages 
for detention thereof. Mr. M. W. - Slade, 
instruoted by Mr. A. G. Jackson, of Measrs, 
Jobnson, £tckes and Master, appeared for the 
plaintiff, and defendants «ere reprerented tby 
the Hon. Mr. H. E. Polleck, K.C., insiructed 
by Mr. C. E. Beavis. 
- His Lordship said :—I am glad that the 
parties acquiesed in my suggestion to furnish 
me wi'h an asseascr {o assist me in deciding the 
‘ question which arises on this charter-party, 
As I anticipated, [ should have given, though 
with much hesitation, a decision which would 
have not been ralisfactory to either party. I 
have however waived the opinion I had formed, 
both on account of what I must admit to be the 
superior knowledge in relation to the question 
in dispute of the gentleman chosen by the 
parties to assist me, and also because I feel 
that a judgment resting on his experienced 
opivion will be more eatisfactory to the 
parties, and that opinion is based on substantial 
reasoning. It will, I think, be usefnl, 
‘hewever, to state what I conceive to be an 
intelligent construction of this contract, because 
gentlemen engaged in commerce, in shipping 
especially, are apt to pul their ideas into short 
forms; and though it may well be that both 
parties believe they understand what they mean, 
~ they sometimes fall out over the maacing, and 
it is well that they should realise the difficulties 
which this conoise language pre ents to the 
mind of an ordinary lawyer. ‘ihe plaintiffs 
entered into acharter party with the defendants 
in respect of the 8.8, “Koun Maru.” She was 
described as of 43/45,000 piculs carrying capacity 
or thereabouts, and chartered for despatch 
to Saigon there to receive a full and complete 
cargo of rice, snd/or paddy, and/or broken rice, 
and/or rice flour, and/or other lawful merchan- 
disa, The ship was to carry a full cargo, her 
carrying capacity being estimated in piculs of 
rice. But it wes contemplated that she might 
also carry paddy and rice flour; and these com. 
modities, although packed in the same sized 
begs, bulk larger than rice in proportion to 
, their weight, Clause 16 provides that the freight 
is to be paid as follows :—24 cents for every 
picul of what 1 will call rice; 25 per cent, 
additional freight for every picul of what I will 
all paddy, and 50 per cent. additional freight 
for every picul of what I will call flour.

Tokyo, March 31st, 
TRADE PROSPECTS ; 

A large portion of the ver 
considering what it describes 
balance in Japan’s foreign ti namely, the 
Sreat preponderance of import, which pre- 
ponderanc: is stowing coolinurd increasa over 
the value of export~. It is estimated that at the 
present ra‘e this year’s trade will show an excess 
in the value of imports of over a hundred-million 
yen, and the financial condition of the country 
considered, this prospect is regarded with very 
pessimistic eyes. But a highly-protectionist 
country like Japan must expect these reverses, 
for she invites them by her attitude towards the 
world’s (rade. Japan night be the England of 
the Fast in other ways than in a geographical 
sense, but in commerce she will never reach such 
a s‘andard with her present tariff policy, 

COMMERCIAL VICISSITUDES. 

Some of the press, foreign as will as Japanese, 
are giving {oo much importauce to the failure 
or lemporary suspeugion of binks ia different 
parts of the country. No bank of the first 
clats has yet closed it< doors, and a good pro- 
portion of the failure can be attributed to 
speculation or other bad management which 
should be guarded against by all bankers, The 
suspensions ‘are largely due to resulting 
from any gortof rumour. Some binks have mot 
these runs with ready cish, but because a bink 
is forced to susp-nd ona ruu it does nat 
prove it to be in a bad position. None (except 
depositors, presumably) expects a bauk to keap 
money idle, and the most prosperous may fiud 
itself awkwardly situaled shoull iis depositors 
suddenly dema:d a large sum. ‘There is no 
doubt that, commercially, the situation is bad. 
Many native firms have failed aud the foreiga 
firm is lucky which is dving a good busiuess at 
the present time.

PIECE GOODS. 


From Messrs. Mbert & Co,’s weekly Report, 
dated Shanghai, Sth April, 1908:—Our market 
is still dull and stagnant; the wet weather in the 
Yangtze valley ha3 interfered with the delivery 
of cargo, and froin all sides the samé reports of 
absence of demand arrive day after day; under 
these circumstances importers are dbliged to wait 
paticntly for signs of returning activity, as it is 
useless to press sales on unwilling buyers, espe- 
cially as no replacements can be obtained at the 
rates at which many sales have been made before 
demand fell off. 
perhaps a recovery would take place sooner, but 
when Chinese are forced to buy goods for which 
there is no inquiry prices fall rapidly, and the 
market becomes more demoralized than would be 
the case if public sellers were prepared to- feed 
demand instead of forcing it. So considerable a 
proportion of certain branches of trade is done by 
public sale week after week without reserve, that 
auction prices materially affect the market 
generally, and add to thu depression whichrecurs 
from time to time. The rates at Which certain 
kinds of yoods are disposed of, especially dyed 
wuods, must represent very heavy losses to the 
interested; the whole trade would benefit by a 
change of policy by which auction sellers wouk 
regulate supplies wére in accordance with demand, 
Advices from America to March Il report pure 
chases of 3} yard drills and 4 yard sheetings for.

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s latest Piece Goods 
Report from Shanghai, date 10th April, states :— 
The Liverpool Cotton market, which has remained 
fairly steady throughout the interval, has sudden- 
ly dropped ten points at the close, the quotation 
for Mid-American coming this morning 6.63d. 
The last price received for “futures” was 5.3Ud., 
also a drop of ten points. This steadiness of the 
Cotton market during: the interval has kept 
Manufacturers at home: from making further 
concessions, and gave a faint ray of hope to 
holders here, but the sudden decline will fill them 
with misgivings again, especially as telegrams 
are being received deprecating buying at present. 
It is very trying to trade to have to abstain from 
fresh transactions in face of the ever increasing 
expenses of niaintenance here, but it is the only 
safe thing to do during this dangerous spell of 
uncertainty regarding the immediate future 
course of such important factors as the raw staple 
and sterling Exchange, not to mention the 
political unrest, not only of this country at large, 
but the ever increasing complications with other 
Powers.’ This same feeling of unrest, however, 
seems to be on the simmer all over the world, and 
a general sense of suspicion of one another's 
If this 
depression in trade were confined to China alone 
some local remedies might be sought for, but 
unfortunately it is apparently universal and 
would seem to imply the early advent of some 
important economic revolution. Never lefore 
has slich utter stagnation been known here. The 
year of the Boxer troubles does not approach it, 
and, besides, then there was some tangible 
reason; now there is none. The natives here who 
are interested in this trade are quite as much at 


_ a loss to account for the falling off in demand for 


imported articles as are the Foreign Importers. 
The depreciation of Copper Cash is their one and 
only real explanation. The labouring classes 
who, after all, are the largest consumers, and re- 
ceive their wages in that form, have to pay 20 to 
25 per cent more as the equivalent of the Silver 
price of imported commodities, and are therefore 


- abstaining as much as possible from investing in 


new garments, etc., being encouraged in this 
‘course hy the news, that has no doubt penetrated 
far and wide, of the lower prices now ruling in 
the producing centres. Prices in New York are 
still keeping well over the equivalent of those 
ruling here, Cotton on that market dropped to 
9.33 cents for July but has recovered to 9.43 cents 
according to telegrams received to-day. The 
Cargoes carried by the first steamers to New- 
chwang this season are still unpublished by the 
Customs. It is reported that goods are moving 
off from there with more freedom, and according 
to one foreign authority, who has been recently 
travelling in Manchuria, the great complaint 
amongst the Natives was that they were forced 
to buy Japanese cloths as no American goods 
were obtainable. It is unfortunate that a 
controversy has arisen concerning the building of 
furtbor railways in Manchuria to assist in 
developing the trado of that vast Province, as 
well as Mungolia, but it seems more than likely 
that the opponents thereto may have cause to 
regret their opposition before long. There is 
very little demand from Tientsin,-but we are 
assured that stocks there are heing gradually 
worked off. It will he some time yet before this 
market can feel any benefit from a diminution 
of the direct import tradc to that Part. Chefoo 
and ‘Kiaochow are doing a steady. trade and 
Ningpo is looking up. The Biver trade is fair, 
but there is some congestion above Hankow 
owing to a lack of water.
